Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Seeley argued against the Park reference stating the reference 
does not inherently teach a deposition rate of the precoat faster then the deposition on the substrate. The examiner 
aruges that the precoat method excludes the process step of an argon purge, which is present in the process for 
deposition on the substrate, Park 0094, therefore the precoat process must necessarily result in a faster deposition Mr 
Seeley argued that the reference does not teach increasing the frequency of the TiCI4 pulse during the precoat 
process and therefore the proposed inherency is invalid. It is the examiners position that the exclsuion of the step of 
purging would inherently result in an increase in frequency caparable to the deposition on the substrate . 
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
